sinate Premier Bratiano of Rouman- 
ia, M. Costinesco, Roumagnian _ {fin- 
ance minister, and the late M. Fili- 
pesce, former war minister. The wire- 
less -press says the decree states that 
the conspiracy was organized by Aus- 
tro-Hungarian authorities and that 
the assassins received instructions 
from the chief of police of Buda Pest 
and two captains serving on the Aus- 
trian general staff, 

A Kronstadt lawyer named Offen- 
berger, the dispatch continues, con- 
ducted the two mento Roumanig 
and was to have given 84,000 crowns 
to them. Lefore the conspiracy was 
discovered, it is said, the assassins 
Gained entrance into Roumanig by 
means of false passports, and valises 
containing explosives were sent in by 
Hungarian non-commissioned ‘officers.

A gang of five Detroit crooks havo 
just cast an eclipse over the clever 
ruse of the notorious Prussian con- 
vict who posed as a regimental obti- 
cer and made Junkeroom — swear! 
and all Germany laugh for weeks, 
They staged a hold up on one of the 
busy thoroughtares of the cheap 
motor city in broad daylight and 
turned into their personal possession 
thousands of dollars—all like a big 
scone in a film-drama. . 

And this is how it was carried out: 

Whire half a dozen husky firemen 
and fully 500 other men looked on, 
five unmasked men, armed with rifles 
and revolvers, held up an automobile — 
of the Burroughs Adding Machine 
Company and took $37,000 in cash 
and then escaped in an automobile. 

The incident is probably unequal- 
led in the long catalogue of crime in 
the United States for its daring and 
deftness of execution, for each one 
who saw it fancied that it was a 
motion-picture plot in process of| 
evolution. Many stood and gdmired 
the smoothness with which the 
scheme was carried out, not one ob- 
serving the absence on the ground of 
the revolving camera, facts, that, in- 
cidentally, suggest the obsession of 
the movie idex among the working 
classes of the United States.

ENERGETIC PROTEST 


London, Oct. 25 — A Christiania 
dispatch to the Morn'ng Lost says 
that the German under-secretary of 
state Zimmerman, conversing on the 
subject of Norwegian submarine de- 
crey with the Berlin correspondent of 
Aften Posten said: 

“Germany has prepared an energe- 
tic protest which I am unable to 
give you. But the semi-oflicial com- 
munications which appeared in the 
Allegemeine Zeitung will show you 
Germany intends to take severe mea- 
sures against the decree, which is 
absolutely unneutral according to 


paragraph two of The Hague conven- “Tanks,” 


tion, being directed exclusively a- 
gainst Germany. Norway’s attitude 
is evidently inspired by unfriendly 
sentiments toward Genmany and can- 
not therefore be passed over in si- 
lence. Public opinion in this country 
is more irritated as the decree obvi- 
ously is dictated by British warships 
Norway here practically gives way to 
Great Britain. 


IT IS DIFFERENT 


“Some of the Swedish newspapers 
assert the Norwegian measure is ana 
logous ‘to that of the Swedish 
government, but this is not the exact 


truth. The Swedish decree was 
founded on several breaches of neu- 
trality by belligerents in Swedish 


waters. Norway had no similar rea- 
son to take action. The Swedish de- 
cree is directed against all powers. 
Norway, on the other ham, is really 
the first neutral state which con- 
sciously has directed a blow against 
Germany alone. Norway goes further 
by excluding commercial submarines, | 
Norwegian newspzpers assert Ger- 
many is torpedoing Norwegian ships 
without warning, This is pure fiction. 
Germany strictly follows the recog 
nized methods of marine warfare and

Calgary, Alta., Oct. 19.—In open 
competition with the agriculturists 
of the continent, Western Canada 
Won nearly all the grain prizes at the 
International Soil Products Exposi- 
tion, now being held at El Paso, 
Texas, accomling to information re 
ccived in this city to-day. 

Seager Wheeler, of Rosthern, Sask, 
won the sweepstakes for wheat and 
barley, this being the third time he 
has captured the world’s champion- 
ship for wheat, which shows that the 
grain grown in Western Canada is 
without any question of doubt the 
best in the world, 

Besides the win af Mr. Wheeler, 
most of the other sweepstakes went 
to Western Canada as well. 

W. Lucas, Cayley, Alta., won the 
oats sweepstakes; T. J. New, Regina, 
won the rye sweepstakes; .!. Bulmer, 
Outlook, Sask., won first in three 
classes of potatoes; H. Miller, Ke- 
gina, won first in beets, carrots, pat- 
snips; W. Abbelt, Maple Crock, won 
first for alfalfa and sweet clover, 
second for timothy; Whecicr also wun 
first for brome grass.

- PLAYED HEROIC PART 


Particulars of the Death of the Gal- 
lant Officer in the Battle ~ 
of Zillebeke 

Captain W. R. Rhoades, adjutant, 
thus writes to Miss Effie Baker, of the 
death of her brother, Lieut.-Col. Harry 
Baker, M.P., in the Battle of Zille- 
beke: “From 9 a.m. until 9.30 we were 
subject to an intense fire from guns 
of all calibras. The battalion was in 
support about 600 yards in the rear 
of the first line trenches and in such 
& position that we could not get any 
adequate protection from the rain of 
heavy shells which seemed to search 
out every corner of our line. 


Calm and Cherful 


“To keep a stout heart at such a 
time when you cannot seo your enemy 
or get a chance to return any of the 
fire you are subjected to is no eas 
task, but for over 12 hours you 
brother not only made whatever dis- 
positions were required from time to 
timo with cool and calm judgment, 
but by his cheerfulness to us acted so 
that none could be otherwise than 
truly unafraid. 

“He always had a cheery word to 
say to each of us as he passed along 
the line and the answering smile was 
always forthcoming, Indicating clear- 
er than’ anything else could have 
done the love and perfect confidence 
each felt in his commanding officer. 

“Our casualties were very heavy 
and about 8.80 p.m. the fire increased 
to its utmost intensity. From the in- 
tensity of the fire we judged that an 
attack would shortly be made on this 
section of our line and had just de 
cided that the few of us who were left 
—seven were all we could muster 
here—could not hope to do very much 
to stem it when a shell burst amongst 
us, killing or wounding all of us who 
were left, except Capt. Draper, who 
recoived a bad shaking from the force 
of the explosion. 


Received Death Wounds 


“Up to this time the colonel’s 
cheery voice had always been heard 
whenever a shell or bomb burst very 
near, calling ‘Are you all right, cap- 
tain? I was not badly hurt and called 
out: ‘Are you all right, sir?’ Getting 
no answer IJ felt over for the colonel 
and found him lying unconscious but 
breathing faintly. 

“[ cannot attempt to tell you how 
we got our dearly-loved commander 
out of the trench and across the firing 
Nne to a wood for about a hundred 
yards till we got into a communication 
trench. Here we were able to render 
first aid but though everything pos- 
sible was done the colonel never re- 
gained consciousness and died just as 
we got to the nearest dressing sta- 
tion.’ 


FIGHTING MEN AT PLAY 


How The “All Blacks” Beat The 
“Springboks” 

There was on afternoon of stimu- 
lating, wholesome, untainted sport at 
the Richmond Athletic Ground, when 
the “All Blacks” from the New 
Zealand contingent and the “Spring- 
boke” from the South African force 
Ls hae the Rugby match of the season 
and the “All Blacks” after o great 
struggle won a narrow victory by the 
advantage of a try that was con- 
verted against a try that was not. 
Every player was a fighting man. The 
game they were playing was not 
merely a game but a part of the hard 
physical exercises that are gone 
through in the preparation for war 
and an exhibition of the splendid 
physical fitness, the skill and strongth 
and endurance that they will take at 
the front. Spectators, for the most 
pert, if they were not wearing uni- 
orms of khaki or of the hospital blue 
that is so honourable if so hideous, 
they were olther bright-cyed, enthuai- 
astle young women or proud and ad- 
miring elderly men. 

It was an afternoon of sport that 
needed to make no apologies for it- 
self as an exhibition, and it was a 
Magnificent match. The New Zealand- 
ers, eager and active and the, re- 
sourceful in combination, fleet of foot 
and quick in passing; the South Afri- 
cans powerful of build, mighty in the 
“scrum,” terrible in the tackle, strong 
and sure of foot in the long kioks, 
were ideally contrasted antagonists, 
and if they showed some difference in 
style there was nothing to choose be- 
tween them in the spirit and resolu- 
tion with which they played the game 
out to the end. When the match was 
over an elated young New Zealander 
in khaki was talking to a group of 
English friends. “The Germans!" he 
was heard saying. “You need not 
worry about them. Why! We have 
Just beaten the South Africans.” 


MEN WHO WELCOME WAR 


Love-lorn Heroes Who Seek Chance 
to Die Quickly 


Soldiers sometimes welcome war as 

& means of release from a life which 
remorse, despair, or some other feel- 
ing has made intolerable to them. A 
remarkable instance was that of a 
Oung English officer. Some time be- 
ore the present war broke out, he 
was one day explaining the mechan- 
ism of @ loaded gun to his sister. In 
doing so he accidentally exploded the 
charge, by which the poor girl was 
mortally wounded. Henceforth his 
sole ambition was to die, and when 
war broke out he joyfull responded 
to the call to arms. Before he had 
been long at the Front his wish was 
gratified, 

Then there was the case of the son 

of a country solicitor. While em- 
ployed in his father’s office, he 
absconded with a large sum of money. 
This disgrace preyed so much upon 
his father’s mind that he fell {11 and 
died. When the prodigal returned— 
as prodigals invariably do—he found 
the home sold up, and his mother and 
sisters dependent on charity. For the 
first time he realised the enormity of 
his wrongdoing, and joined the Army, 
with the determination to take the 
first possible chance of service in the 
field. He went with his regiment to 
France, and there distinguished him- 
self by a number of daring exploits 
before he was himself killed. 
A singular story is told of a certain 
brave officer, who died fighting like a 
lion in the ill-starred Dardanelles 
campaign. Married only a couple of 
years, his wife developed a scepticism 
as to his valour, which was peculiarly 
mortifying to him. Telling her she 
would some day have reason to be 
sorry for it, he went out to Gallipoli, 
resolved to undertake any task that 
presented the maximum of danger. If 
his widow still entertains any doubt 
as to his gallantry, it certainly is not 
shared by the deceased oflicer’s com- 
rades-in-arms.

Seem To Think the Germans Have Done Their Worst Now 


London, Oct. 26.— Roumanian av- 
thorities here express what in some 
quarters is regarded gs astonishing 
confidence in the latest developments 
of the campaign. They take the stci- 
cal military attitude that the cap- 
ture of Constanza-T'chernavoda line 
is the utmost su:t-ss the Central 
Powers can effect against Roumaria 
in this theatre of operations. Cn the 
other hand, the fall of Silistria and 
Turtukai produced a demand for the 
recall of troops from Transylvsuia ta 
defend Dobrudja and General Averes- 
cu fell between two stools, his army 


being so divided thyt it had to re- 


treat in Transylvanig and as yet is 
unable to reinforce Dgybrudja in time 
to parry Mackensen’s thrust. 

It is believed here in well informed 
circles that Germauy's ability to put 
heavy cflectives in the elt against 
Roumania is chiefly due to her yre- 
sent opportunity of withl-awing a 
certain proportion of men and guns 
from her eastern front. In view of 
;German reports of negotiations with 
‘Russia for a separate peace, special 
significance is seen in some quarters 
;0f Vicount Grey's speech. 


FRENCH TROOPS FOLLOWING UP. 
THEIR VICTORY 


Verdun Field Seems To Be Easy Picking For Them Now 


Paris, Oct. 26.—The French troops 
at Verdun are following up as [ust as 
they can the advantage gained by 
their sudden forward sweeps on Tues- 
day, and according to the latest in- 
formation have closed in to within 
less than 500 yards of Vaux fort, 
which position is liable to fall any 
momcnt. 

The German forces at Verdin are 
acting so slowly and with such ap- 
parent lack of strength that, in the 
opinion of French military men, they 
no longer possess g general reserve, 
but are obliged to withdraw men 


RUSH FOR BIG GUNS 
FRANCE USES GIANTS 


Germans Claimed to Have a 54 Centi- 
metre Gun With Thirty-elght Mile 
FRaange—Amazing Results 

A memorandum of the War Col- 
lege Division of the General Staff of 
the United States Army has this to 
say of the new artillery weapons: 
“The French have been making a new 
370-millimeter (14.6-inch) howitzer. 
Six or eight have been completed and 
are to be sent into the field immedi- 
ately. This piece was under study 
when the war broke out, and is com- 
paratively simple in construction. The 
trials have given most satisfactory 
results.” At the outbreak of the war 
the whole mobile artillery of France 
consisted, the War College states, sub- 
stantially of the 65-millimeter (2.65 
inch) mountain, 76-miliimeter (2.92- 
inch) fleld gun, and the 166-millimeter 
(6.1-Inch) rapid flle Rimailho gun. 


Ordered Many 


“About one month before the out- 
break of the war,” the War College re- 
port adds, “six regimouts of 106-milli- 
meter (4.14-Inch) guns were authoriz- 
ed, but the guns were not ready for 
issue at the outbreak of the war. Since 
then these regiments have been fur- 
nished with and these other calibres 
have been introduced: 150-millimeter 
(68-inch) Schneider rapid-fire howitz- 
ers; 260-millimeter (10.6-inch) how- 
{tzers; 805-millimeter (12-inch) navy 
gun, mounted on railway carriage; 
840-millimeter (13.8-Inch) navy gun, 
mounted on railway carriage. 

The report refers to the effective- 
ness of the German 42-centimeter 
guns, and adds the statement that “‘it 
{s claimed that the Krupp Company 
has now perfected the 54-centimeter 
(21.26-Inch) gun with a range of 
thirty-eight miles.” 

Austrians Use Them 

The Austrians, ‘according to a re 
port quoted in the War College docu- 
ment, are using their large guns up 
to the 45-centimeter type against fleld 
works, fleld guns, stordge depots, 
railway stations, and villages where 
troops are quartered, and to destroy 
entanglements. “These uses,” adds 
the report, “are made because the 
Buns are available. The writer has 
seen the effect of fire of the 30.5 cen- 
timeter and 48 centimeter mortars on 
semi-permanent earthworks. The 
craters on the hill in the rear of the 
line of works were twenty feet deep 
and thirty feet in diameter.” 


SAILOR PRINCE GEORGE 


“Handyman Who Boasts Is King’s 
Fourth 8on 


Fair complexioned like his brothers 
and with a typically honest, open 
British face, Prince George, the King’s 
fourth son, should make a splendid 
sailor, and is delighted that the Navy 
has been selected as his career. Like 
all the Royal children the Prince is 
very young-looking for his years, and 
that is why every one still speaks of 
his as “Httle’ Prince George. He 
was born December 2, 1902. 

Prince George is hugely interested 
in Zepps, and envies the airmen who 
have the chance of going up to fight 
them. He is very keen on learning 
all there is to know about anti-air- 
craft guns too. When home on leave, 
both his soldier brother, the Prince 
of Wales, and his middy brother, 
Prince Albert, have a busy time of it 
answering all their young brother's 
questions about the war. 

When he heard how his brother 
Prince Henry had been helping in war 
work at Eton lately, Prince George 
warn frankly envious. Some people 
have all the luck,” he remarked when 
someone showed him a paper con- 
taining snapshots of his elder bro- 
ther and a number of fellow Etonians 
helping the Army Ordnance Corps by 
doing such jobs as pushing trolleys, 
bauling waggons, and loading trucks, 
in fact, doing all sorts of railway 
porter work pro tem. But all the 
same, when he is home on holidays, 
Prince George does his bit of war 
work too. Then he spends nearly all 
his spare time knitting for Queen 

ary's Needlework Guild. He sent 
the Guild quite a big collection of 
scarves which he had knitted in a 
pretty shade of green, and just to 
give them a tcuch cf colour, he decor- 
ated them with tassels of bright red! 

Like all true sailors the young 
Prince is a real “handyman,” for he 
can sew on buttons and tape and 
even mend stockings at a_ pinch. 
Queen Mary has always believed in 
bringing up her son3 tu help them- 
selves in this way, and this useful 
training stands Prince George in good 
etead.

‘from one section of the front to re- 
inforce another section in case of 
need. 

Reports of the casualties which are 
now in hand show the French losses 
were very light, indeed, considerably 
less than the number of prisoners 
taken and a large proportion of 
them were of cases in which the men 
were slightly wounded, 

Considerable material was taken. 
The Germans had massed guns of all 
ca‘ibre in the ravine of death, all of 
which fell into the hands of the 
French. The three lieutenant-generals 
who, under the command of General 
Mangin lead the attacking divisions, 
were all  licutengnt-colonels at the 
outbreak of the war and had been 
singled out by General Joffre for pro 
motion on account of ¢their technical 
ability, energy and initiative.

Want To Save Shipping For 
Germany To Use on Ter- 
mination of War 


Berlin, via Lonion, Oct. 21.—Pres 
sident Mowincke, of the Norwegian 
Storthing, in an in-erview with a 
correspondent of the National Zei- 
tung, has suggested 4 scheme by 
which Norwegian vessels carrying 
contraband in the Arctic can avoid 
being sunk by German submarines. 
President Mowincke urges thit tho 
submarine commanders accept tho 
word of honor of Norwegian captains 
to return to Norway, unload their 
ships and keep them for the valance 
of the war ‘‘out of the service of 
Germany’s enemies,” 

The Norwegian statesman urged 
that tonnage would thus be lost to 
the allies as effectively as by sinking 
and would be saved for after the 
war when it will be invaluable to 
Germany. He is quoted as adding 
that the adoption of this scheme 
would ensure the return of pro-Geri 
man sentiment in Norway.

of the United States trade is con- 
ducted through Vancouver harbor, 
which though naturally a splendid 
one, {s belng improved to meet the 
accumulating requirements of the 
Pacific commerce. Already many 
millions of dollars have been spent 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany for the equipment of this great 
Pacific port, and now the great trans- 
portation concern is about to make 
an outlay of $1,500,000 in improving 
its wharves.

Our Battalion left the Ypres Sali- 
ent about September 6th and we 
landed in Albert on Sept. 13th, had 
a cold lunch and went straight to 
the front line between Pozieres and 
Thiepval. During the second night 
the bombing squad I was in were 
sloping in an old chalk quarry about 
a hundred yards from the front line 
where we had g big store of bombs 
to look after, 
the morning a large Fritz shell land- 
ed right in our quarry and I got 
three pieces of it, one broke the first 
finger close to the hand (right), and 


another slashed the second finger but & : 


did not break it, and a shrapnel bul- 
let hit, me just below the collar bone 
about an inch to the right of center, 


it passed straight through, broke the|§ 


fourth rib behind and stuck about 
half an inch under the skin in my 
back. It is not sore where it is, but 
my lung wasa fright the first two 
weeks, The soreness is about all gone 
now. I gather from what the doctors 
say that owing to my 
being full of fluid (mostly blood), I 
am getting just g little air in the 
top of the lung. I am really not as 
bad as this sounds, and have been 
feeling quite well this last week, and 
I am getting along as fast as can be 
expected. 

About two minutes after the shell 
hit that landed me, another came in 
and a shrapnel ball the size of 
marble hit me 
hand and stopped just under the skip 
near my wrist. The doctor took it 
out two days ago, lucky it hit no 
bones, and did no permanent injury 
at all, though when it hit I thought 
a nine point two had struck me and 
looked to see if I had any hand left. 
The shock when a piece of shrapnel 
hits , fellow is a fright. Many fel- 
lows die from the shock when the a& 
tual wound is not very severe.

RUSSIANS IN FRANCE 
HOME VIA BERLIN 


Glimpses of Cortingents that Came By 
Sea—Very Interesting as 
Soldiers 

H. Warner Allen, representative of 
the British press with the French 
army writes as follows: 


These Russian soldiers came to 
France by sea; but their way home 
lies through Germany. “I told my 
men,” said Colonel Notchvolodof, 


ter our interminable voyage, that it 
was possible to bring troops such an 
enormous distance to fight, but that 
for nothing in the world would | con- 
sent to their being taken back by sea. 
We are going to fight our way back 
to Russia by land, at the bayonet’s 
point. The men were delighted 
at the idea because, like me, they 
hate the sea.” 

At first glance the Camp de Mailly 
may differ not at all from any ordi- 
nary camp—commodious wooden huts 
ranged in orderly lines, muddy open 
spaces, and all the bustle of camp life. 
But then the eye falls on the regi- 
mental colors, carefully rolled and 
sheathed to protect them from the 
rain, standing in the centre of the 
huts allotted to the regiment, with a 
grey uniformed sentinel standing be- 
side them motionless as a statue. 

Patriarchal 

“Good day, sentinel,” 
colonel as he passes. In stentorian 
tones the sentinel 
salute: “At your service, your Hx- 
cellency; all is well.” Nothing ts

Picturesque Worship 


The Russian soldier’s uniform is 
practical, simple, and admirably 
adapted for modern war. The men 
one and all, are well built and ad- 
mirably drilled and disciplined. They 
come from all parts of Russia. Hvery 
regiment has its chorus of- singers. 
These are men who, in their native 
towns and villages, have made a name 
for themselves by their voices, and 
they sing with a degree of natural 
feeling and expression, as well as 
with a perfection of technique that 
would put to shame the trained choirs 
of less musical countries. At mass, 
where the Russian singing is best to 
be appreciated, the ikons, the sacred 
images of the regiment, some of 
which were very ancient, were set in 
a little hut with only three sides, and 
before them burned countless tapers 
that smoked and guttered in the 
wind. The hut was painted in bright 
colors with the naive designs of a 
Russian isba. In the open, facing the 
{kons, was massed the whole regi- 
ment, bareheaded. Under the roof of 
the little chapel, at the head of his 
men, stood the colonel, and around 
him his officers. The priest, the regi- 
mental chaplain, was a striking figure 
in his robes of white silk, and with 
his long hair and flowing beard. He 
had been through the whole cam- 
paign in Russia, and wears about his 
neck a golden’ cross, a decoration 
that had been conferred upon him 
by the Emperor of Russia.

Horrors of War Begin 


“% soon found what the Royal School 
of Artillery meant. It meant not only 
& mental test, but the severest of 
physical and moral tests. In fact, for 
me the horrors of war had started 
the moment I landed in Kingston. It 
meant getting up at 5 o’clock on a 
dark, cold winter morning and being 
on parade in the snow at 6. The 
penalty for failing to be on parade 
was a fourteen miles’ stiff trip bare- 
back, from which a man usually re- 
turned with the feeling that every 
bone in his body was broken. 

“The students at the Royal School 
of Artillery must do @ year’s work 
{n eight weeks. I took my honors 
degree at Oxford, but I never really 
knew what hard work meant till I 
went to the school. You see, artillery 
Officers must know all about the lay- 
Ing of guns, obtaining lines of fire, 
and all that. They must know how 
to hit things that they can’t ‘see—so 
funnery is trigonometry straight 
through. Then I had never heard of 
fange gears and jamming plates, but 
I had to learn all about them and to 
know how to take a gun apart and 
put it together again. had to know 
all about ammunition, propellants, de- 
tonators, the weights and the effecta 
pf different charges—and all this ig 
chemistry.

“And there was a great deal of 

ractical surveying—we had to learn 

ow to use the director, which {s like 
BR Burveyor's transit, but much more 
delicate—used in sending down anglea 
from the observation station to the 
battery, to lay the guns on unseen 
targets. Then there is map reading 
—one of the most essential things at 
the front. They get all the ranges 
by means of maps. They give you a 
map and say, ‘Take up your position 
here and aim at target so-and-so’'—~ 
and you must recognize your position 
by the map. 

“Then there are riding, elementary

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Mural Decorations 


En CLP.R. Station 


At Vancouver 


The walls of the noble and spaci- 
ous waiting hall of the C. P. R. sta- 
tion at Vancouver have recently been 
beautified by a series of mural de- 
corations representing the principal 
mountains seen from the line be- 
tween Calgary and the coast. They 
are the work of Mrs. Acelaide Lang- 
ford, whose training has well quali- 
fied her for this species of work, 
which is in a class by itself. Mrs. 
Langford studied in the Slade School 
of London, England, one of the most 
celebrated institutions for artistic 
training, and she also is a graduate 
of the Art Institute of Chicago. 
Among her teachers in former years 
were Professor Tonks, whose name 
ts well known in art circles; Prof. 
Freer, whose abilities as a water- 
colorist are known in two hemis- 
pheres, and Mr. H. Vanderpoel, whose 
book on the “Human Figure” is one 
of the best ever published on figure- 
drawing. Mrs. Langford was also a 
member of the international jury cn 
ert works at the St. Louis Exposi- 
tion, and holds several] medals. 

It Is perhaps to be regretted that 
architectural exigencies led to the 
placmng of the panels to be decorated 
30 high that they are Hable escape 
the notfoe of the ordinary observer, 
though this ie but following the ex- 
ample of many edifices of the kind, 
both on this continent and in Europe. 
Still to people of average powers of 
vision, this series of fine mural deco- 
rations need present no difficulty. 
They will find that the laws of mural 
decoration have been adhered to. 
The general tone of the interior they 
ornament has been borne in mind by 
the artist, who has subdued her col- 
ors so that they harmonize with and 
seem part and parcel of their sur- 
roundings. They are broadly and 
simply executed, and will bear exam- 
ination by the ald of a field glass, so 
as to bring them within the range of 
the convention which decrees that 
the proper distance at which to look 
at a picture is three times ite great- 
est dimension. 

Following the frieze around from 
the northwest corner, westward, the 
following list will help to make the 
series more intelligible. The first 
picture fs: 

Mount Stephen and Kicking Horse 
River, as seen from Field. This ts 
the gateway to the famous Yoho val- 
ley, and a favorite stopping place for 
tourists. The winding waters of the 
river are particularly well shown. 

Take Louise. Leggan, as seen from 
the chateau. Those who have visited 
this place do not forget !ts quiet 
peace and grandeur. Here we get 
sight of the splendid glacier, which. 
as it thaws, produces the beautiful 
green water of river and lake. ‘ 

The Falls at Banff are depicted 
with much vigor of handling. and the 
mountain background melting {nto 
the distance ts excellently treated. 

Nonnt Temple, as seon from the 
main line of the C. P. R., near Lake 


Louise, is an arresting object in the 
landscape, but this decoration is 
Bcarcely so arresting as the one 
which follows, viz.: 

Banff, as seen by the light of even- 
ing. There is much rich color in this 
picture, which also shows the reflec- 
ticn of Mount Rundle and the giant 
pines that tower aloft. The river 
shown runs between Rundle and 
Tunnel mountain 

Mount Agnes and the Lake in the 
Clouds. This spot is reached by 
bridle trail from the Chateau Loulse, 
and the lake nestling among the 
peaks is an interesting object. 

The Creek leading to Lake Moraine, 
in the Valley of the Ten Peaks. In 
the distance may be seen part of the 
glacier from the wonderful stretch 
of the tce-fields of the Rocktes. 

The Beehive. The queer formation 
of this mountain has been well set 
forth by the artist in this decoration. 
It is shown as seen from the trail 
from Laggan. In the distance is the 
Varley of the Ten Peaks. & 

The Gap. The traveller who fs 
familiar with the C. P. R. Ine will 
remember this spot, where after tra- 
velling some miles side by side with 
Bow river he enters the noble region 
of mountain where sublimity reigns. 

The Three Sisters forms the first 
important group meeting the eye of 
the travellor from the plains, and 
they never fail to arouse the enthusi- 
asm of the lover of natural beauty 
and grandeur. 

Mount Wapta. This decoration is 
one of the best of the series, the com- 
position of the picture being especi- 
ally admtrable. Mount Wapta is one 
of the finest peaks tn the Rockies. 
This view also gives a glimpse of 
Summit Lake. 

Castle Mountain. The peculfar 
formation of this mountain is well 
shown. Its series of what are ap- 
parently round towers, its pinnacles 
end “donjon keeps” give appropriate- 
ness to its name. 

The Crow’s Nest. Here Nkewise 
we see the appropriateness of a 
name. This is almost the chief 
mountain on the Crow’s Nest branch 
of the C. P. R. 

The Lions, as seen from the golf 
lMnks, Vancouver, 

Cathedral’ Mountain. One of the 
most beautiful of the whole range of 
our Western Switzerland. Its snowy 
recesses look as if they might be the 
home of roaming >olar bears.

Additional interest is given to Mro. 
Langford’s work from the fact that 
she hes been a hard working organ- 
izer in the way of art. She was the 
manager of the artistic educational
